SAN FRANCISCO - In his 
1961 JInaugural Address， Presi- 
dent John FE. Kennedy proclaim- 
ed the Peace _ Corps philosophy: 


"To _ those peoples in the huts 


and villages of half the globe 
struggling to break the bonds 
of mass misery，we pledge ouUr 
best efforts to help them help 
themselves .” 

Years after his assassination， 


the Peace Corps， which he 
founded， continues to send 
dedicated Americans imbued 


with _ that can-do Spirit to helr 
Third World nations "meet thelr 
urgent needs for Skilled man- 
POwer.” 

Since Over 


1961， 126;000 


Americans have Served as Peace 
Corps _ volunteers and staff in 
93 developing nations. Cur- 
rently，there are about 5$.700 
volunteers in 62 countries. 

A Peace Corps applicant must 
be a US citizen，18 years or 
older with a college _ degree or 
3-3 years of appropriate work 
exXperience，sSingle (or if mar- 
ried，serve with his/her spouse). 
Minorities and senior citizens 
are especially encouraged to 
appbply. IThe most needed skills 
are in forestry，agriculture， 
the Sciences，civil engineering 
and Special education. 

Recruitment Specialist Diane 
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Two Monterey Park Councilmen 
Face Possible Recall i In June

MONTEREY PARK - In this 
Southern _ California city where 
two-thirds of the residents are 
Asian or Hispanic， two city 
council members accused of 
Stirring up anti-immigrant 
feelings are finding the tables 
turned on them. Last week， 
the city clerk validated enough 
Signatures to place the names 
of Barry Hatch and Patricia 
Reichenberger on a June 2 
recall ballot. 

A massive，grasS-roots effort 
garnered 4,600 Signatures 
against the pair -- more than 
20% of the city's 23,000 regis- 
tered voters. 

IE the recall is Successful，the 
council members will be 
removed from office and ineli- 
gible to run again for their 
Seats in the November election. 


"A recall election is some- 
thing that nobody wants to do， 
but lt ls part of the democratic 
process,” Salid David Almada，a 
former mayor Of Monterey Park 
who -helped start the Tecall 
process. "People normally aren't 
willing to Sign a petition. You 
have to give them the facts 
and Show them Some of the 
Statements that were made.

"entral to all of this is that 
the two council members have 
been very Tacially biased. 
They have brought on a lot of 
hostility and taken actions that 
didn't have to be taken. Coun- 
cilman Hatch keeps using lan-

The recall effort began 1last 
Jurnewhenateel30 nt 
morning and without warning， 
Hatch introduced Resolution 
9004， which declared 王 nglish 
the official language of Monte- 
rey Park and urging the strict 
enforcement of immigration 
laws against undocumented 
aliens. Relichenberger and 
Mayor Cam Briglio also sup- 
ported the resolution，enabling 
it to pass by a vote of 3-2. 

Angry residents -- white， 
ASsian and Hispanic --formed 
the. Association for Better 
Cityhood to remove the three 
from office， Briglio 1later 
rescinded his vote，but the 
other two， Salid ,association 
co-chair Kevin Smith， "still 
insisted that it was the best for 


Monterey Park." 

Co-chair _ Steven Tan， an 
inSsurance agent，said Hatch and 
Reichenberger "killed"” a fede- 
rally-funded senior housing 
project because "they said it 
was funded by the Taiwanese 
and was mainly for Chinese 
people.， IThat wasn't true. You 
have to be open for everyone 
to apply for federal funds." 

He added， "They have no 
cxperience on being on the 
council aned :don'"t 1listen to 
people's opinions. IthinK we 
need people who_ have more 
knowledge and sense." 

Tan believes the recall mea- 
SuUre has "a pretty good chance" 
of passing.

Chinese Demo Club Endorses Both | 
Britt and Maher for Congress Seat

SAN FRANCISCO - The Chi- 
nese American Democratic Club 
endorsed both Supervisor Bill 
Maher and ， Supervisor Harry 
Britt for the single Sth Con- 
gresSSional District seat last 
Thursday. 

On their final endorsement 
vote， the ”club elected to 
endorse both candidates rather 
than endorsing no candidate at 
all. CADC's endorsement com- 
mittee_ recommended both candi- 
dates because each had worked 
with the club for several years 
and their stands” on issues 
closely corresponded to the 
club's priorities. 

At the meeting， Supervisor 
Briet- reaffirmed his promise to 
hire two Chinese Americans to 
his Staff 这 he is elected. 
Noting that SF has the nation's 
highest concentration of Asians 
and gays，Britt Said，"The City 
must understand and be com- 
maltted to pluralisnm， The 
US legislature needs a presence 
of Chinese Americans that's not 
Existing." 

Supervisor Britt also said that 
he would work to repeal the 
Simpson-Rodino Immigration 
Bill and campaigns for more 
ASsian American officials.

SAN ERANCISCO  - Ports- 
mouth Square in Chinatown js 
Scheduled for a $4.7 million 
remodeling plan to be unveiled 
in at a community meeting in 
May，according to SF Recre- 
ation and Park officials. 


TIhe plan calls for the fairst 
major renovation in 2$ years to 


one of SF'S Smallest but most 
heavlily used parks. 


The proposal calls for three 
major developments: the demoli- 
tion of the existing elevator 
Shaft that emerges from the 
underground parking 8arage to 
the park's Upper terrace; the 
construction of new elevators to 


the underground lot next to the 
Kearny Street pedestrian bridge; 
and the addition of new fea- 
tures， Such as game tables， 
restrooms，and -3a Senior citlizens 
recreation building. 


A_ clock tower 1Ss also being 
proposed because community 
groups have expressed a desire 
for one，according to Tecreat1ion 
department planner Deborah 
Learner.

While The Wash portrays the dis- 
solution of a marriage between an aging 
japanese couple and the ensuing crisis for 
their adult daughters and themselves, the 
play ultimately comments on alienation 
among all bicultural Americans. And 
more: the play ofters a stark portrait of 
Americans as estranged and devoid of 
cultural continuity.

PHILIPPINES 


For the Boston-born and 
Stanford-educated Susan Court， 
the Philippines holds a special 
place in her heart.， "My father 
was on the Peace Corps Staff 
in the Philippines from 1962 to 
1904. For two and a half years; 
all of us - his nine kids - lived 
there and studied in 1local 
Schools. Our 10th was born in 
the Philippines， 

"The fact that my own father 
had long been involved in anti- 
poverty work kept me in touch 
with the realities of the Third 
World， MYy earliest memories of 
the Peace Corps included meet- 
ing the first group of volun- 
teers dubbed “Kennedy's 天 ids， 
in parties held at our house. 
was lmpressed by their idealism 
and dedication to their work.." 
After graduating with a_ double 
major in international relations 
and .economics，Sshe joined the 
Peace Corps. 

Serving in the 
from 1980 to 1983，she spent 
the first two years in a small 
volcanic 1lsland near Leyte 
province. Interested in nutri- 
tion and community develop- 
ment，she，along with 23 other 
volunteers， organized projects 
that would attack  _ nutrition 
problems in the communities. 

"Eighty percent of the chil- 
dren in the Philippines are 
malnourished,” she Said. "There 
was no government agency Set 
Up Specifically to deal with this 
jssue. So we went in and tried 
to get government workers who 
were woOrking for other minis- 
tries to devote time in forming 
a nutrition council.， In the 
villages where II was assigned，I 
would go out and hold infor- 
mal Sessions with mothers

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teaching them about health and 
nutrition." 


DUCK-RAISING 


She also organized high 
School droponuts to be involved 
in duck-raising projects and 
encouraged the village women 
to make baskets and taught 
them how to market them. "So， 
I ended up expanding from 
nutrition and health _ education 
to income-generating community 
pPLrojects." 

The last year was sbent as a 
regional volunteer coordinator 
for the 60 Peace Corps Volun- 
teers in her assigned region， "Tt 
is not Uncommon for volunteers 
to willingly go beyond their 
two-year commitment,”she Said， 
matier-of-factly.、 "The organiza- 


tion means a lot to their 
belliefs." 
She cautions， however， 


would-be volunteers "not to step 
into Peace Corps with idealistic 
exXpectations of what you want 
to accomplish. It's very much a 
learning experience. You will 
always be redefining your 
goals. You come in wanting to 
have an impact on the village 
and then realize that people 
can be very Set in their waysS. 
After all，they"ve been 1living 
just fine for thousands of years 
and are not always convinced 
of ， the need for change. 

"Another piece of advice is 
to _ learn the language of the 
people in your area and learn 
it well. It will make your stay 
SO much richer.

two years or more in another 
culture is not easy，Volunteers 
therefore attend "close of 
Service”"” workshops designed to 
brief them on what's been hap- 
pening in the US and to 
recelive counselling on career 
goals.、 The Office of Returned 
Yolunteer Service also provides 
career g8uidance and job 1listings 
for returning volunteersS. 

When conversing with her 
r00mates， Susan Court found 
herself often using a lot of 
Cebuano terms learned during 
her Philippine stint， "TI _ also 
underwent a difficult period of 
depression because 工 was cut 
off from my “Support System” 
of friends.

Desplite it all，not one of the 
volunteers interviewed regrets 
involvement with Peace Corps.

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'Lasting Legacy' Tries to Preserve 
Artifacts of San jose'S Chinatown

SAN JOSE - In San Jose，in 
early September，198$，construc- 
tion workers digging at the site 
of the new Eairmont Hotel， 
discovered relics and other 
"Temains of a thriving commu- 
nity， There was much controv- 
erSy as to whether the artifacts 
were of Ohlone Indian or of 
Chinese origin， 

Archaeologist William 了 Roop， 
on contract with the _ city of 
San Jose，excavated an area of 
appoximately 400 Square feet， 


amidst workmen operating 
backhoes and other heavy 
machinery. Within this area， 


Roop and associates dug three 
feet down and collected 400 
bags filled with soil and mate- 
Tials，which were finally deter- 
mined to be of Chinese origin. 
Roberta Greenwood，a _ specialist 
in historic archaeology，who has 
done Significant work on Chi- 
nese deposits in Southern Cali- 
fornia，notes that the_ collection 
is Temarkably well-preserved， 
and because So many items are 
intact，it is the best find of 
Chinese material in California. 

These excavated artifacts are 
remalins from the second of 
three chinatowns in San Jose'S 
historic past. Not much is 
known about San Jose's first 
Chinatown，which was built on 
the banks of the Guadalupe 
River around 18S$2. But the 
Second Chinatown was located 
in the area Of Market and San 
Fernando Streets，now the main 
business district，This second 
Chinatown began around 1856 
but on May 4，1887, all Chinese 
wooden Structures were 
destroy-ed by fire，due to the 
mysterious circumstance that 
the water tower Supplying 
water to the area was found to 
be dry. 

JIJn order to prevent an imme- 
diate rebuilding of Chinatown， 
the city in its Tush to redeve- 
lop the expanding business 
district，merely Spread out the 
remalins of the ashes， The new 
Structures Were 了 built on top of 
the ashes，ironically，a_ decision 
which served to preserve the 
artifacts. 


Shortly after the fire in 


1887，the third Chinatown relo- 
cated to the John Heinlen prop- 
erty around Fifth，Sixth，Taylor 
and Jackson Streets where it 
thrived until the 19$0s， With 
the influx of Japanese busi- 
neSSseSs， it has now Tbecome 
known as Japantown. 

In 1888，the Ng Shing Gung 
Temple was constructed on 
Heinlen?"s property near the 
Corner of Sixth and Taylor 
Streets. On the second floor of 
the temple was an elaborately 
carved altar，gllded with gold. 
This altar，along with ornate 
tapestries and furnishings， was 
Shipped _ from Canton Province 
in 1887 and remained in use 
until 1949，when it was torn 
down， despite community 
efforts to Save it，to make 
room for the city"s _ corporation 
yard. 

The 
now stored at the San Jose 
Historical Museum. The Chinese 
American Women's Club of 
Santa _ Clara County (CAWC)，a 
non-profit Service group on its 
23th anniversary，is making an 
effort to reconstruct San Jose2”s 
1888 Ng Shing Gung Joss House 
(Iemple of the Five Gods) at 
the 9an Jose Historical Museum 
grounds at Senter and Phelan 
Roads:. 

Like the original temple 
building，the temple will be on 
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the Second floor， The artifacts 
from the Fairmont Hotel con- 
Struction Site and an exhibit 
relating to San Jose's Chinese 
communlity will be displayed on 
the first floor.
